She was dressed beeomingly, but 
looked paler than usual, as it she realized 
the ordeal in store for Hor when the white- 
haired witness renewed his narration of 
their relations.

the only women in the room. . 

‘Back of Miss Pollard and ner friend, in 
Gouble rows, sat the eminent counsel in the 
ease and with them dlack-whiskered Desha 
Breckinridge,- the son of the famous 
defendant, who ever since the 
trial began has stood ready 
to challenge to mortal compat any man who 
hints that his father bas ever done a wo man 
a wrong.

MEKELL IS BACK. 


Furnishes Bond and His Case Is 


Set. 


O. H. Mekell, President ofthe Mekell Stamp 
and Printing Co., against Whom a warrant 
was issued some weeks ago, charging him 
with bribing Postmaster Baler of Shrews- 
bury, Mo., arrived in thi¢ city from New 
York: this morning,and at onge surrendered 
himself to the Federal authriries. Shortly 
after noon he appeared before. United States 
Commissioner Crawford and was released in 
$500 bonds. He insists upon a preliminary 


examination being accorded to him as soon 
As we and the hearing was set for April 


7 next 

Mr. Mekeel and a clerk in his employ 
named W. L. Scott are charged with buying 
Columbian stamps of the largest values is- 
sued and with mailing them at 
Post -oflce at Shrewsbury, Mo., 

Post master Baker, it is said, 

to cancel them, and in return for the priv- 
llege was to give them 80 per cent of the face 
value of such stamps, 100 per cent consti. 
tuting his remuneration. This action, it is 
charged, constituted bribery of Baker. Baker 
is also under arrest for receiving such bribes.

A Dosen or More Injured, Many ot Them 
Fatally—Sohool Children and Work: 
men Huried Half a Bicok—Two Houses 
Completely Wrecked by the Force of

Foundations. 


Peoria, III., March 80,—Bourland street, 
on the west biuff, was the scene. of a horrible 
accident to-day. One of the immense stand- 
pipes of the Peoria Water Co. collapsed with 
a deafening crash that wag heard in all bor. 
tions of the city. 

The pipe has deen leaking for a number of 
days, and to-day five men were set to work 
to repair it. 

Without a sign of warning the bottom sec- 
tion and the steel structure immediately 
collapsed, There were a number of school 
children playing close by, and many of them 
with some of the workmen were hurieda

water. 

Frank Hogan, aged 14, wasinstantly killed, 
and several companions sustained injuries 
which may result fatally. 

Three of the water company men were 
badly hurt, while two others were missed 
and are presumed to be under the wreck. 

Two houses were completely wrecked by 
the force of the water, while a half dozen 
others were blown from their foundations 
and badly damaged. 

Barns and other small 
smashed to kindling wood. 

The best obtainable total list of the cas- 
ualties footed up five dead and a dosen or 
more injured. 

The accident caused the wildest excite- 
ment throughout the city and the place was 
soon thronge@ with sight-seers. 

The work of rescue was carried on by the 
police and ambulance crews and fire de part - 
ment.

Three employes of the Peoria Water Co., 
whose names cannot be learned, were also 
seriously injured. 

The standpipe was 120 feet high and 20 feet 
in diameter, built of steel plate % of an inch 
thick, and was supphed from a 80, 
000,000 gallon reservoir, three miles 
back on the biuf, giving it 
a tremendous pressure. The recent cold 
snap and subsequent thaw had sprung the 
plates and caused leaks. 

When the tower burst the spectators were 
hurled from their feet and carrted along with 
the rush of water. Many of the children, al- 
though carried a considerable distance, 
escaped unhurt, 

The scene of the accident, which is one of 
the most aristocratic portions of the city, is 
swimming in the water and presents a most 
desolate appearance.

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, March 30.—The 
steamship Alemeda from damon brings news 
ot a most serious outbreak in those islandas. 
which would seem to indioate that the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany will be 
called upon to take prompt action. 
According tothe reports brought here by 
the Alameda, the outbreak was caused by 
the action of Henry Ide, the American Ohief 
Justice, who suceeded Chief Justice Coder- 


Chief Justice Ide is charged with fining and 
throwing into jati the chiefs of the rival 
factions in Samoa, and With compelling 
them to work on the roads lite convicts of 
the lowest order. 

The natives protested strongly and made 
all kinds of threats, but the Chief Justice ap- 
pears to have disregarded the menacing at- 
titude assumed dy the Samoans, and eventu- 
ally the latter broke out into armed rebel- 
lion. 

The followers of the native chiefs disputed 
the right of the Europeans to interfere in 
whatthey classed as purely native affairs, 
while making no actual opposition tothe 
state of affairs by which the United States, 
Great Britainand Germany, through Chief 
Justice Ide, practi¢ally maintain a protecto- 
rate over Samog. 

Eventually, however, things assumed such 


‘€om pelléd to take steps ‘tO disarm the na- 
tives, andthe latter made preparations to 
resist this so- “called interference with their 
rights. 

The fighting began dy the rebels killing a 
man in the employ of the government who 
was caught near their camp. 

The reigning sovereign, King Malletoo, 
seems to have remained thoroughly loyal to 
the Chief Justices, for upon being called up- 
on to do so, he promptly senta strong force 
of his Samoan warriors to attack the rebels. 
Several sharp encounters between King 
Malietoa’s warriors and the natives com- 
manded by the rebellious chiefs followed. 
During these engagements thirty men were 
killed and about fifty were wounded. 


Throughout the fighting up to the time 
the steamship Alameda leftsamoa the advan- 
tage was mostly on the Government's side, 
the rebels being driven from thelz camp an a 
forced to retreat into the Interior of the 
Island, where it was dificult to pursue them. 

Ihe most serious feature of the outbreak is 
that the natives are so enraged they are said 
to be taking steps looking to a general up- 
rising. 

King Malietoa’stroops are charged with 
havingterribly mutilated a prisoner who 
tell into their hands, with having durned the 
houses of inoffensive natives, and with hav- 
ing Outraged a number of native women 
whose male relatives had taken partin the 
rebellion. 

The troops of the King are also charged 
with a number of other atrocities, 
in which the beheading of the dead Is said to 
have deen a common occurrence. 

The foreign population of Samoa isina 
state of the greatest uneasiness, as the 
natives are making all kinds of threats 
- ainst foreigners, and the arrival of a war- 

ip ef some nation is most anxiously

The foreign Consuls are doing their utmost 
to prevail apon the revels to submit, but up 
to the time the steamship left, their efforts 
had proved fruitless. 

In considering the statements made against

in dramatic fire which carries him success- 
fully through many strong praye of later and 
less classical times, but he is not a great 
Shaksperean actor. 

When he essays Shakspeare he does so with 
an element of melodrama prea te fo 
both his individual work and his mountin 
the play, which detracts from thelr fitt ba 
artistic beauty and strength. Hig Othello is 
a glittering and spectacular figure, at times 
in the earlier parts of the play it is pleas. 
ingly correct, butin the tragic demands of 
the two closing acts it falls of neariy all that 
goes to make Othello; the flerceness, the 
barbaric cruelty of his mania of 
jealousy, the overpowering sweep of 
madness that takes possession of the 
fevered Moor under the serpent poison 
distilled into his mind by Iago. In the last 
act Mr. Barrett’s rendition of Othelo’s lines 
is sadly disappointing in their misconcep- 
tion, this Deing especially noticeable in the 
solemn prayer of justification of the murder 
of Desdemona: It isthe cause; it is the 
cause, my soul.“ The impression left by 
his perfermance in its completeness is one of 
dissatisfaction; he departs widely from all 
88 conceptions of the part, and his 

epartures weaken the strength of the igure 
and of the play. 

Miss Jeffries’ Desdemona was a pleasing 

erformance, It was not a great stndy, but 

t was correct, and well up to the avérage of 
presentations. of the part as seen here of late 
years. Mr. tin Melford’s Cassio was 
fairly good, Pe Mr. Ambrose Manning as 
Roderigo fully met the demands of that 
art. The remainder of my cast was ca 
le, and the . the productio 
showed a desire to render it especially not.

methods.

„We in England were told that your gold 
loss showed that foreign investors had been 
frightene@? and were selling your securities, 
but in the light of this Senator’s inquiry, it 
seems that the gold went out to pay for what 
jou bought—for goods imported and not for 
securities bought back. Tou see if the bal - 
ance of trade is thus largely against you, it 
shows that .low—terribly depressingly low, 
though all pricesareinthis country, they 
are, as I have always believed, considerably 
lower still in Europe; if then, you have got 
prices here above what Senator Jones calls 
the ‘International plane,’ your imports at- 
tracted by these higher prices will increase 
and your gold will go out.

DISPATCH of the vitiable plight of the sisters 
of award D. Williams, the young cashier 
of the Day Rubber Co., Who was arrested 
for embezzling money from his employers, 
these girlshave found two most generaqus 
benefactors in the persons of a wealthy gen- 
tleman and his wife who are well- 
known for their charitable inclinations, 
The girls will be installed to-morrow in the 
Westminster place home of the generous 
coupie while the latter are away on an ex- 
tended trip. They have been furnished with 
enough money to run them comfortably and 
the mortgage on their furniture has been 
lifted. 

When these good Samaritans read of the 
distress of the Williams family they went to 
the home to investigate for themselves and 
found that the picture had by no means been 
overdrawn. Indeed for several days food 
had scarcely passed the mouths of any of 
them. The oldest of the sisters laid all their 
troubles before their visitors, told of the un- 
pa rent, the mortgage, their hunger and 
worry.

ookkeeper, but we had confidence in him 
and supposed him to de honest. 

Dec. 29 we discovered a shortage of about 
$800 in his cash account, and called his atten- 
tion to it, asking an explanation, he stated:to 
us that ofthisamount about 320 had been 
loaned to his brother, Mr. ©. M. Williams, 
balance he had used; further, that he took it 
only for afew days, as his brother would 
soon have money with which to replace it, 
and after repeated questioning pt had as- 
sured us that this was all he had ta 

Owing to it being near the frst — the year 

we were unusually busy, andit was several 
days before we had the time to rod lg oy 
further, Inthe meantime, his brother, 
C. M. Williams, who has a position at . 
present time at Houston, Tex., and being a 
single man, we suppose is in a position to 
render necessary assistance to his sisters, 
returned about $200 of the shortage, covering 
about what he had borrowed of our funds 
from his brother Ed. 

In a few days, ufter investigation, we 
found that Mr. Ed Williams had been syste- 
matically taking money foralongtime. We 
looked back as far as July, 1892, and found, 
that by changing the footings in his cash 
book, and also the amounts of the cash 
tickets upwards of $1,000 was taken, 
whieh he admitted only’ after being con- 
fronted with wie tse proof. He had 
taken between Jaly 1, 1892, and January, 
1893, about $200. From Jan. 1, 1893, to Aug. 
1, same year, $188, 50. 

In August, 1893, $99.65, in September, 1693, 
3109. 25 prepa ratory, we suppose, to visiting 
the World's Fair, which he did.
